school. They have no life of their 
own. The Ohel Yosef boys had a 
hard job getting the parents to 
allow the girls to participate. But 
now they come down every night 
for different groups. They also 
asked to have a group about 
women's questions. They live 
such closed emotional lives that 
they're anxious for an opportunity 
to dlacuss their feelings and 
problems." : 

The truth of what Michael told| 
me became evident when the girls 
began to arrive. They flocked 
around Aviva and Elana, religious| 
girls who are doing their national; 
service as leaders in Ohel Yoset.; 
Even when the others all went: 
down to an exercise class, Han- 
nah, far too heavily made up for’ 
her 14 years, remained behind to 
talk to them. 

Hannah doesn't go to school or 
work, because she has to help her 
mother. This was obviously the 
highlight of her day. 

“When are we going to get the 
room for the gym?" she complain- 
ed, and when Aviva suggested 
that she go to the principal of 
the school to discuss this problem 
with him, Hannah's face lit up at 
the responsibility she was being 
entrusted with, and she began to 
plan her method of approach. 


REPLACING the dynamic 
leadership of the orlginal Josephs 
is not easy. The younger brothers 
and sisters who are striving to do’ 
so are faced with a larger, official 
organization now. Ohe! Yosef to- 
day can solicit funds; it has 
parents from the nelghbourhood 
on its board and a public com- 
mittee of interested public figures 
to oversee its activities. 4 

Shlomo Vazana admits that this; 
is an improvement over the time’ 
when parents wouldn't allow their 
children to attend its clubs; but he 
fears that Ohel Yosef will turn 
into another moadon run by the; 
Establishment from the outside. 

“The kids themselves must be 
brought into power situations and 
shown that they can get things for 
themselves. Ohel Yosef must ex- 
press the new neighbourhood 
pride," Shlomo warns. 

He remombers the dynamic at- 
mosphere which not only gave 
birth to the clubs, at the time of 
the Yom Kippur War, but inspired 
wonderful activities Hke a 
Hanukka play they put on for the 
children of Katamon at the Khan 
Theatre, or the Purim carnival 
last year when they closed off the 
street for booths and entertain- 
ment ‘and spruced up everything 
with whitewash. ὃ 

‘“‘When before,'' Shlomo:

IN A SPEECH marking the fourth 
anniversary of the death of Gamal 
Abdul Naaser, President Sadat of 
Egypt declared last September 
that he took his full share of 
responsibility, along with his 
predecessor, both where 
Successes had been achieved and 
blunders committed. The 


| background to the obviously 


apologetic nature of this remark 
must be sought in the criticisms 
which some of Egypt's most 
prominent writers and thinkers 


thave been making about the 
‘Nasserist era after a silence 


which lasted for over two decades, 
and hints that these erlticisma had 
the full if not articulate backing of 
Sadat and his men. 

While such criticisms had, in 
the past, come malnly from jour- 
nalists and tunctionaries who 
were themselves personally 
affected by Nasser's regime — 
such as the Amin brothers — the 
real outcry came only after a 
number of the most respected and 
valued authors whom the regime 


One of the liveliest issues among Egyptian intellectuals today is the nature of the legacy their country 
has inherited from Gamal Abdul Nasser. A stormy debate was recently sparked off by the publication 
of an anti-Nasser pamphlet written nearly three years ago by Egypt’s grand old man of letters, Tawfiq el 
Hakim. NISSIM REJWAN discusses the book — “The Return of Consciousness” — and the debate. 


had not molested in any way 
ibegan to voice their misgivings, 


reservations and strictures. 


Chief among these have been 
{Tawfigq el Hakim, the grand old 
men of Egyptian letters, and Na- 
jib Mahfuz, Egypt's — and the 
Arab world's — best and most 
prolific novelist so far. It is 
around e] Hakim's work, 
however, that the storm hasraged © 
most fiercely. The occasion waa : 
the publication late last autumn of 
a 76-page book of his called ''Aw- 
dat οἱ Wa'l'’ (The Return of 
Consciousness). Not the least an- 
noying part of the whole affair is 
that the book draws ita name from 


the 20th anniversary of the revolu- 
tion, not as a history of that event 
but as a collection of the author's 
reflections and reminiscences and 
also as an altempt to evaluate the 
Nasscrist ora In the perspective of 
two decades. 

Above ail, he warns, the book 
must he viewed as his "testimony 
vis-a-vis my own conscience” 
rather than as the expression of a 
politica] stand; it is, he adds, ‘‘a 
quest after truth, (since) {t is the 
duty of the writer to reveal the 
truth." 

The truth, as he sees it, is that 
Nasser‘s regime was characteriz- 
ed by ‘absolute individual 
authoritarianism,'' to be con- 
demned as much as King Faruk's 
own regime, which he brands as 
one of “irresponsible chaos."" In 
the course of the book he also 
asserts that Nasser's 1962 move- 
ment was in no way a4 
“revolution” (“an armed, civilian 
popular uprising’), but only a 
coup d’eial. 

The book, in fact, is best seen as 


the title of the author’s most 


celebrated work, ‘‘Awdat el Ruh” 
'¢The Return of the Soul), which 
‘appeared in the ‘thirties and 
which many of the spokesmen of 
the Free Officers’ revolt of July, 
1952 regarded aa a harbinger of 


their movement. 


{THE STORY of the publication of 
the book ig itself of considerable 
interest. In its issue of September, 
1978, the Paris monthly ‘‘Esprit" 
printed a Frenoh tranalation of 
parts of the book. A few typescript 
copieg of the Arabic original were 
reported to have already been 
making the rounds of Cairo's in- 


tellectual circles. 


Beirut dally "ΑΙ Hayat" printed in 
two full-page instalments what it 
claimed to be a re-translation of 
the “Esprit extracts but which

Citing an appralsal printed In a 
French newspaper of Naasser's 
first statement of his thoughts and 
intentions, ‘"The Philosophy of the 
Revolution,’’ he Implicitly ac- 
cuses its author of aspiring to es- 
tablish a vast Arab-African em- 
pire under his own leadership. He 
suggests that Nasser was con- 
vinced that he himself was the 
“hero” referred to in ‘‘Awdat cl 
Ruh," as the one the Egyptian 


Storm over Nasser’s legacy

If 
Habimah occasionally did come

Inventiveness and originality, his 
lack of regard for conventions. 
One of his productions, ''The 
Merchant of Venice" at the 
Cameri, caused a national con- 
troversy, because he refused to 
present Shylock as a proud Jew, a 
noble victim of anti-Semitism, but 
made him a mean, snarling 
usurer, reduced to that state by 
the degrading life of the ghetto. 


ABOUT TWO years ago, sickened 
by the chaotic state of affiars in 
the theatre, by the waste of 
talent practised by all theatre 
managements, Dr. Yizraell (B.A. 
Bristol University, England; 
Ph.D. Carnegie Mellon Institute of 
Pittsburgh, Pa.) withdrew into 
the quiet of academic life as 
senior lecturer at Tel Aviv 
University's School of Drama. 
This, however, did not stop him
